Hiring freeze,’ 
attrition will cost 
800 Kelly jobs 


Some 800 civilian jobs will be eliminated at Kelly 
A FB’s San Antonio Air Logistics Center, but not near 
that number will actually lose their jobs. 


Col. R. E. Stevens, center 
personnel director, Friday 
said because of manpower 
reductions within the Depart­ 
ment of Defense, civilian em­ 
ployment will drop by about 
“ 800 within the next five 
months.” 
He said manpower author­ 
izations will be reduced to 
about 18,100 civilian jobs by 
the end of the current fiscal 
year (June 30). On Jan. 17, 
there were 18,900 civilians 
employed. 
“ We hope normal employe 
turnover from retirements, 
transfers and resignations 
will take care of a major part 
of the necessary reduction,” 
Stevens said. 
“ But based on our current 
attrition rate, it doesn’t ap­ 
pear we can reach the new 
manpower ceiling without 
additional personnel action.” 
Actions expected, he said, 
include; 
Placing a freeze on all hir­ 
ing at the base and terminat­ 
ing all temporary employes. 
He said some 90 employes 
who voluntarily refused to 
transfer with their jobs in the 
recent Technology Repair 
Center workload realignment 
would be separated by April 
I. 
He also said up to 49 other 
permanent employes would 
be separated by the reduc­ 
tion-in-force. This would be in 
late June, he added. 
Kelly officials also have 
requested permission to offer 
an early retirement option to 
qualified employes. 
They said it is too early to 
determine the jobs and skills 
that will be affected. 
Stevens said the reduction 
and the impact on the work­ 
force has been discussed with 
employe unions on the base.

Connelly due 'fresh" trial, judge says 


WASHINGTON POST StRVlCf 
WASHINGTON - U.S. 
District 
Court 
Chief 
Judge George L. Hart 
Jr. has made clear that 
the Watergate cover-up 
trial will not serve as the 
model for the forthcom­ 
ing bribery 
trial 
of 
former Treasury Secre­ 
tary John B. Connally. 
At a pre-trial hearing iii his 
chambers last . week, Judge 


Hart said that “ unlike some 
of my brethren,” he would 
leave the questioning of pro­ 
spective jurors up to opposing 
attorneys in the case. 


According to a transcript of 
the hearing which was made 
public this week, Judge Hart 
also said he did not think a 
representative jury could be 
secured if it was limited to 
panelists 
willing 
to 
be 
sequestered. 


U.S. District Court Judge 


John J. Sirica, who conducted 
the Watergate cover-up trial, 
insisted on sequestering the 
jury in that case for the three 
months that it lasted. He also 
conducted all the questioning 
of prospective jurors himself 
at closed-door sessions which 
remain under seal 
Although the Connally trial 
is expected to last only three 
weeks at most, Judge Hart 
said he felt “ there are just too 
many people, normal ci- 
ti/ens, that ought to be on the 


jury who can’t afford to be 
sequestered for three weeks.” 
He said he wouldn’t want to 
leave his wife at home by 
herself that long. 


Overriding the objections of 
Watergate prosecutors who 
wanted a sequestered jury, 
Judge Hart said he would let 
the Connally trial jurors go 
home each night after Con- 
nally’s lawyer, Edward Ben­ 
nett Williams, agreed not to 
make an issue of any “ inad- 
vertent” exposure to trial 


publicity that might result — 
such as a chance glance at a 
newspaper headline. 


Hart, who succeeded Sirica 
.as chief U.S. District Court 
•Judge here last year, also 
said he would not permit the 
.use of earphones for any 
White House tapes to be 
played at the trial because, he 
said, earphones would make 
“ a blinking circus out of this 
thing.” 


The prosecution plans to 


play only one tape at the trial, 
which is scheduled to start 
April I. The case involves 
charges that Connally took 
$10,000 in payoffs for his help 
in securing then-President 
Nixon’s approval of a con­ 
troversial 1971 increase in 
milk price supports. 


Some 30 tapes were in­ 
troduced at the cover-up trial. 
Earphones were distributed 
throughout Ju d g e S iric a ’s 


courtroom when they were 
played. 


Finally, Judge Hart said he 
had “ no intention of reserving 
half of the courtroom for the 
p ress” — which Sirica had 
done at the cover-up trial. 
Hart said he would set aside 
three rows “ at most. 


Hart said he had given 
“ serious consideration to re­ 
serving no seats for the press, 
but 
I 
think 
under 
the 
precedent that has been set 


heretofore, there would be 
such a stink raised about that, 
that it would result in more 
publicity than I want.”

I found this one recently in 
a friend’s home, and was im­ 
mediately drawn to it, alth­ 
ough it had as competition 
museum-quality paintings 
and decorative objects. 
Many of us played at sand- 
casting as children, but as an 
adult art form, it really 
provides a different sort of 
creative expression. 
Although traditionally an 
outdoor summertime activity, 
I enjoy working at it indoors 
year round, for comfort and 
better working conditions! 
You can easily transport 
enough sand to your home 
from a building supply com­ 
pany, or, if you’re fortunate, 
from a nearby sand deposit, 
to make an unlimited number 
of sandcasts. And remember. 
Ifs re-usable. 
Instructions 


To begin, you will need a 
very sturdy cardboard box 
(or wooden one if you can 
acquire it). The box should be 
at least three inches deep. 
First dampen the sand with 
water, and pack it firmly and 
smoothly into the box, filling 
it to within about one inch of 
the top. Then make a wall of 
sand about i/fe-inch thick all 
the way around the inside rim 
of the box.' 
Now you may begin to 
create! A design may be 
scooped and gouged out with 
everything from fingers to 
sticks, spoons and knives. 
Just remember that any 
gouge in the sand will result 
in a raised area in the fin­ 
ished sand cast.

group working for a bazaar, 
was to make impressions, 
assembly-line fashion, with 
carved wooden Santas. 
The figures were simply 
pressed into the sand, and 
then any messy spots were 
smoothed with the fingers 
before pouring the plaster. 


As for the plaster, buy a 
good quality art plaster. 
Begin with about six cups of 
warm water in a large pot, 
and then add the plaster 
slowly to the water, stirring 
constantly, until the plaster 
reaches the smoth consis­ 
tency of whipping cream. Do 
not add waler to the pow­ 
dered 
plaster, 
as 
this 
produces a lumpy mixture.

Be very careful to only drib­ 
ble slowly and evenly until 
the design area is filled. Then 


go ahead, still slowly and 
evenly to fill the plaque form 
you have made of sand. 


If the sandcast is fairly 
large, you would do well to 
reinforce it before the plaster 
sets by sinking just below the 
surface of the plaster a piece 
of chicken wire. 


Also, before the plaster 
sets, you need to add loops of 
wire for later hanging. 


Let the plaster set, and 
then dry for a few hours or 
overnight before lifting it 
very carefully out of the sand. 
Let it dry for several days 
more, and then brush off any 
loose sand. Voila!

Food experts bullish 
on cheese-rice meals

As a vice president of Kraft 
Foods and an expert on con­ 
sumer relations, she is highly 
qualified to discuss family 
food problems. 


“ Cheese,” she continues, 
“ can be used as a main dish. 
It also can be used as a snack. 
It is excellent for the working 
woman because it can be 
prepared so quickly. 
“ Two ounces of cheese 
make a normal main dish 
serving. Therefore, one pound 
will provide enough for eight 
2-ounce portions.” 
Rice is another food in ex­ 
cellent supply for 1975. It can 
be used in a surprising 
number of ways. 
“ Long grain converted rice, 
one of several forms of rice, is 
definitely a convenience food. 
It cooks quickly and requires 
no preliminary washing. One 
cup of raw converted rice 
makes 3 xk 1° 4 cups of cooked 
rice,” says Marian Tripp, a 
widely experienced home 
economist in consumer needs 
and nutritional education.

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Erwin as ET lobbyist 
would be a big mistake 


The Legislature owes it to itself and 
the people of Texas to inquire into the 
University of Texas system’s policies 
and performance at the top. 
That could be accomplished by 
considering a proposal by Gov. Dolph 
Briscoe to strengthen the Coordinating 
Board, even to giving it veto power 
over regents. The governor said this 
week that “ if all the money that is 
spent now by colleges on lobbying here 
in Austin for appropriations could be 
spent on the schools, it would be a 
substantial amount.” 
No sooner that it was said, Allan 
Shivers, new chairman of UT regents, 
said he wants to hire Frank Erwin as a 
regents’ lobbyist. 
Shivers said he was acting because 
Chancellor Charles LeMaistre asked 
him to hire Erwin. 
Shivers should know better. As 
former governor of Texas and suc­ 
cessful business executive, he ought to 
know that the Erwin-LeMaistre com­ 
bination has given the UT system most 
of 
its 
personnel-administrative 
headaches over the past half dozen 
years or so. 
Erwin was the wheeler-dealer 


behind the Bauer House scandal. He 
has intruded upon administration ter­ 
ritory so regularly and so often it may 
be that LeMaistre has become depen­ 
dent upon him for help. 
Erwin has a forceful personality, 
and driving energy. Former associates 
on the board credit him with being 
willing to devote all the time a prob­ 
lem needs and with being totally loyal 
to the university. 
The regents need to decide whether 
LeMaistre or Erwin will be chancellor, 
however, 
because—on 
the 
record—Erwin will be the dominant 
person in that tandem. 


And we think that is bad for the 
system. 


It is likely politically impossible to 
give the Coordinating Board the kind 
of power Gov. Briscoe suggests, 
though it would be a good idea. It 
ought to be tried. Similarly, the chan­ 
cellor’s office should be moved out of 
Austin and located in some city that 
lacks a UT-system branch. And Erwin 
should be given a certificate for his 12 
years as regent and left to rest on his 
laurels. 
San Antonio has the basic items 
to start building mass transit 


A mass transit study for the City of 
Houston was shown to transit-tran- 
sportation people in San Antonio 
Friday as an adaptable plan for all of 
Texas’ larger cities. The study was 
done 
by 
the 
staff 
of 
Texas 
Transportation Institute at Texas A&M 
University. 
It dovetails with San Antonio Tran­ 
sit studies and with ideas discussed 
locally. 
Its usefulness is that it condenses 
ideas and suggests a way to begin to 
build a system. Those are the easy 
answers. 
San Antonio has endorsed, in prin­ 
ciple, the Houston-backed legislative 
proposal for funding m ethods for 
transit systems. 
If the fuel-energy problem is as 
serious as President Ford says it is, 
there is no time to lose in putting into 
place the beginnings of mass-tran- 
sportation that can evolve into a sys­ 
tem. Highway Trust Funds available 


for transit help—bus lanes, express­ 
way ramps, park-and-ride programs. 
San Antonio’s bus system is in a 
phase of heavy city subsidy. The 
Transit management has sought ways 
to increase patronage. City of San An­ 
tonio has a federal grant to try to sell 
car-pooling. 


The significant missing ingredient 
is money. There may be some m ystery 
lingering abo ut how to spend it and if 
that is so, the A&M study is useful. 


But all initial planning should look 
aiiead a decade or so to a workable 
system of several modes of travel, in­ 
cluding rapid rail transit on grade- 
separated tracks that will link the 
major centers of activity. That track 
should use existing right-of-way and 
the system could start with present 
methods —not the still-fumbling “ ex­ 
otic" schemes being peddled by 
grant-grabbers 
spending 
“free” 
money. 
Alex Thomas was a great citizen 


One of this city’s .most-influential 
government reformers, Alex Thomas 
Sr., died Friday at age 84 years. 


Thomas was one of a group that 
worked for adoption of eouncil- 
manager government here. While he 
wasn’t a resident of the City of San 
Antonio at the time, his influence and 
efforts were directed at breaking 
stagnation here. San Antonio was be­ 
ing surrounded by suburbs that effec­ 
tively blocked the city’s ability to 
govern itself. 
Suburban towns used city facilities 
and services, including sewer treat­ 
ment 
plants at 
less than cost, 
firefighters without cost, and other 
things San Antonians had to pay for. 
Thomas and his associates in the 
group saw the deadly direction that 
course was taking. They successfully 
sponsored the change of course some 
25 years ago. 


Thomas was a lawyer, lumberman, 
civic and church leader for the half 
century he lived here. His influence 
was as widespread as it was useful.

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Russia faces possible 
crisis regarding energy 


WASHINGTON - 
Russia may be head­ 
ing into a different 
and 
conceivably 
more intractable en­ 
ergy crisis of its own 
with serious stra­ 
tegic implications. 
These are conclusions being 
reached by intelligence a n ­ 
a ly s ts sp e c ia liz in g in th e 
econom ic p erfo rm an ce and 
problems of the Soviet Union. 
Som e 
a d m itte d ly 
a r e 
speculative and fragm entary 
because of Russian conceal­ 
ment and probable doctoring 
of data. 
Central difficulties that be­ 
set Russia are those of enor­ 
m o u s 
m a ld is trib u tio n 
of 
available or potential energy 
supplies in relation to lo ca­ 
tions for Soviet energy-inten­ 
sive industries. 
Transportation 


Geographic contours of the 
Soviet energy dilem m a m ight 
be likened to those of a huge 
dumbbell. 
O ne b u lg in g end w ould 
re p re s e n t c o n c e n tra tio n of 
energy-consum ption in w es­ 
tern, European Russia. 
The other end, 4.0(H) m iles 
distant, is the locus of repor­ 
tedly enorm ous energy s u p ­ 
plies in western and northern 
Siberia. 
Joining these two ends is a 
heavily overtaxed transporta­ 
tion s y stem , in c a p a b le of 
meeting needs. 
Over 75 per cent of R ussia’s 
e n e rg y r e q u ir e m e n ts a r e 
g e n e ra te d in the E u ro p e an 
U.S.S R. or U rals which a c ­ 
count for three-quarters of the 
population and four-fifths of 
Soviet industry. Only ll per 
ce n t of R u s s ia ’s e n e rg y is 
found there and is ste ad ily 
being depleted. 
Energy, for the purpose of 
th e se studies, includes not 
only oil and natural gas, but 
n u c le a r and h y d r o e le c tr ic 
po w er, 
coal

firewood, which in Russia in­ 
credibly still supplies nearly 
six per cent of annual energy 
consumption including som e 
industries.

production and expansion of 
energy-intensive industries. 
C o m m e n c in g in th e la te 


1960s, for exam ple, R ussia’s 
steel industry enjoyed 50 per 
cent higher growth than the 
fuel industry, while electric 
pow er r e q u ir e m e n ts o u t­ 
stripped fuel output threefold. 
Com parable discrepancies 
exist between fuel and non­ 
ferrous metal, and chem ical 
and petrochemical industrial 
growth.

T y u m en , as “ th e g r e a t e s t 
discovery of the century . . . 
comparable to, or even bigger 
than, resources in the Persian 
Gulf-Middle East . . . 
Perhaps so, but U.S. energy 
specialists say a 20-fold gap 
exists between probable and 
proven reserves.

In any case, p ro b le m s of 
exploiting the Tyumen fields, 
let alone of d is p la c in g i n ­ 
dustry to that region, appear 
astronomic. 
T yum en has so m e of th e 
w o rst w e a th e r in S ib e ria :

Burns and googol syndrome 


WASHINGTON—Dr. Arthur 
Burns, chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Board, su rveys the 
Washington scene these days 
through a cloud of pipe tobacco 
smoke. 
But he still has two of the coolest and shar­ 
pest eyes in town. 
Accordingly, his musings on the developing 
struggle between the W hite House and the 
Congress over the economy are influential and 
could even bt* decisive. 
He is troubled but philosophic about the 
state of our affairs. He has two little signs at 
the entrance to his office overlooking Consti­ 
tution Avenue, which illustrate both his con­ 
cern and his sense of humor. 
Long-range 
“ Don’t let the debt go to a googol," the signs 
say. Now, a googol as every good Republican 
knows, is one plus a hundred zeros. That is to

In other figures, it is equal to $10 billion 
times SIO billion ten tim es over.

takes a long view of things. The present debt is 
only $494 billion, or was when last calculated. 
This is the white-haired pro fesso r’s little 
joke, but he doesn’t think it’s very funny. Ac­ 
tually. it is not the short-run problem of the 
recession that worries him — he thinks we’ll 
s ta g g e r th ro u g h it — but the lo n g -ra n g e 
trends of American thought and action wake 
him up in the night. 
He is concerned about the trend in business 
profits and productivity. He does not think 
they are k ee p in g up with the d e m a n d s of 
grow ing society in ah increasingly competitive - 
world, and he fears that the pressures of poli­ 
tics are obscuring and enlarging the problem. 
The question that seem s to w orry him is 
w h eth e r, in g r a p p li n g w i t h .t h e p r e s e n t 


economic, financial, and energy problems, the 
nation will really deal with these problem s or 
actually make them harder to resolve in the 
future. 


He sees business as a whole paying m ore out 
of “ phan to m p ro fits” while h ig h er wages, 
longer vacations, and m ore and m ore work- 
b re a k s slow th e r a te of p ro d u c tiv ity . 
Meanwhile, he observes, as wages increase, 
the average increase in the rate of individual 
income taxes has gone up from 11.2 per cent in 
1972, to 11.8 in 1973, and to 12.7 per cent in 
1974. 
He likes some things about President Ford’s 
latest economic program, and wonders about 
some other things. He notes approvingly that 
Ford’s proposed tax cig was a one-year, tem ­ 
porary affair. Unlike m any D em o crats on 
Capitol Hill, he a p p la u d s the P r e s id e n t’s 
request for a 5 per cent limit on the increase 
on fed eral sa la rie s, federal pensions, and 
Social Security. 
•. At the sam e time, lie wishes the President 
had m a d e ste e p e r cu ts in th e b u d g et. He 
avoids specifics but guesses it should have 
been reduced by at least an additional $10 
billion, and he is critical of the P re sid en t’s 
energy proposals. 


Too complicated, 
He says. 
Not enoug 
preparation of the Hill. If people don’t undo 
stand it, there is bound to be trouble. He do* 
not pretend to know who were the President 
decisive advisers on this p ro g ra m , but ti 
President had plenty of advice — maybe ti 
much. 
Refining 
Dr. Burns has not completed his analysis 
the present controversy. These are obvious 
prelim inary observations. He has talked 
President Ford about them, and expressed h 
reservations, and it is the habit of a prnfe 
sional lifetim e, and the duty of his assig 
merit, to place his views before the Congresi 
Already he has been asked to testify bofo 
the Ways and M eans C om m ittee, the Joi 
Econom ic C o m m ittee, the A p p r o p r ia te 
committees, among others, and he is now 
the p ro c e s s of re fin in g his th o u g h t ai 
marshalling the facts. 
He obviously has som e doubts about wheth 
the executive branch of the governm ent or t 
Congress is adequately organized to analy 
with precision so com plicated, critical, ai 
often contradictory a set of facts, or to sort ii 
the difference between short-run expcdier 
and long range policies. 
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Merry-Go-Round 
Titillating 
files kept

WASHINGTON — Members of Congress 
have raised an almighty howl over the FBI’s 
practice of keeping files on them. 
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The Senate Internal Security 
Committee not only maintained 
folders on Capitol Hill figures 
but leaked juicy tidbits from the

publications. 
Staff members “ chortled with 
delight” when their material 
appeared in print, witnesses 
have told us. The victims of 
these smears, invariably, were 
liberal legislators whom the staff 
didn't like.

Last spring, whispers about the Senate Internal Security 
Committee s titillating files reached the Senate Rules Commit- 
ce, which polices the other committees. Chairman Howard 
Cannon, D-Nev. .confronted the veteran chief counsel Julian 
Sourwine, behind closed doors. 
Did the staff maintain derogatory files on members of Con­ 
gress, ( annon demanded. Sourw ine solemnly denied the exis­ 
tence of any such files. 
After he got out of the hearing, witnesses report, he rushed 
back to his committee hideaway and began systematically to 
purge the derogatory material from the files. The witnesses 
claim up to 40 folders 
were pulled from the filing cabinets. 


Celebrities 


The folders on some lawmakers were filed under their own 
names; others were filed under the names of their home states. 
For the most part, the folders contained derogatory newspaper 
dippings. 
Of course, the Internal Security Committee also kept files on 
hundreds of other people, including such celebrities as song­ 
stress Fart ha Kitt. actress Jane Fonda and the late Martin 
Luther King. There was a particularly thick folder, sav our 
sources, on myself. 
We asked Chairman James Eastland, D*Miss., about the 
spying on his colleagues. This would be a violation of the 
traditions of the Senate, which Eastland has always respected. 
“ It was not done with my knowledge,” he declared firmly. “ I 
wouldn’t have permitted it.” 
Sourwine denied the whole thing. “ We have never kept 
investigative files on any senators,” he said. The Senate Rules 
Committee can learn the truth, of course, by putting the staff 
members under oath. 
Footnote: We have also established that the Senate Internal 
Security Committee sometimes issued as its own work reports 
that were actually written by the CIA and the FBI. Reports 
castigating security risks, both real and imagined, were slipped 
to the staff usually on plain paper by both agencies. Then the 
committee would publish them, with only minor changes. Again, 
Eastland told us: “ I know nothing about that.”

Inflation fight gets a bit easier

Americans trying to 
keep up with inflation 
are finding the task just 
a tiny bit easier these 
days. Prices still are go­ 
ing up, but there are 
signs * that the rate of 
increase is going down. 
The economy remains trou­ 
bled: the cost of living went 
up 12.2 per cent last year; new 
layoffs are reported daily; the 
average mortgage rate'for a 
new’ home is almost IO per 
cent higher than it was in 
December 1973; gasoline 
prices rose about 26 per cent 
during 1974 and President 
Ford’s energy proposals will 
push them up again. 
The Consumer Price Index 
increased seven-tenths of I 
per cent in December and of­ 
ficials noted it was the smal­ 
lest rise since Ju ly. Real 
spendable earnings — weekly 
pay adjusted for taxes and 
inflation — increased in 
December after five straight 
months of decline. 
Industry figures show the 
average price of a gallon of 


gasoline was about 2 cents 
less in December than it was 
in August; rebates offered bv 
auto dealers have helped 
sales; cattle prices arc at 
their lowest levels in two 
years; raw sugar prices are 
declining. 


Key areas 


Here is what has happened 
in some key areas: 
. The four major U.S. auto 
makers announced sales 
figures on Thursday - the 
first such report since the 
start of rebate programs of­ 
fering up to $600 to buvers of 
•certain 1975 small model 
cars. The statistics showed 
sales for the second IO davs of 
the month were higher than 
those during the first IO days 
although 
they 
remained 
behind 1974 levels. 


Food 


Grocery prices rose 12.4 per 
cent in 1974 according to the 
Consumer Price Index, but 
there were signs the increases 
may be easing. Increased 
supplies of cattle have helped 
push down beef prices. The 
American National Catt­ 
lemen’s Association said its 


monthly 19-city survey of 
supermarkets showed that 
average retail beef prices on 
Jan. 9 were down for the fifth 
straight month. 
An AP marketbasket sur­ 
vey of 13 cities showed that 
the price of a five-pound sack 
of granulated sugar declined 
during December at the sin­ 
gle survey store in five cities. 
The average price of a gal­ 
lon of gasoline in December 
according to the Oil and Gas 
Journal was 52.74 cents. That 
was almost 4 per cent less 
than in August, although it 
was 26 per cent higher than 
the December 1973 figure. 
Federal Energy Adminis­ 
tration officials say the aver­ 
age family’s energy costs will 
rise by about 18 per cent if 
President Ford’s energy 
proposals for increased taxes 
and fees are approved. 


The Federal Home Loan 
Bank Board said the average 
effective mortgage rate for 
new homes was 9.31 per cent 
in December, up from 9.27 
per cent in November and 
from 
8.49 
per 
cent 
in 
December 1973. The monthly 
increase was the smallest 
since April. 


U.S. Census Bureau statis­ 
tics showed the median cost 
of a new, single family home 
was $37,000 according to 
preliminary figures. That 
was almost double the 1964 
median cost, but it was $100 
less than the October level. 
The government’s index of 
raw materials is 16.6 per cent 
below what it was a year ago. 
Wholesale prices of business 
materials, which went up 34 


per cent in the first five 
months of the year, rose only 
7.9 per cent from May to 
November, 
Prices 
of 
chemicals, cotton, lumber, 
some metals and rubbers are 
below levels earlier in the 
year, although industry spo­ 
kesmen say buyers of finished 
products won’t get the benefit 
of the declines because of 
higher costs for things like 
labor.

Ford aides say hope for 
lower oil prices nil 


A lM X 'A T fO P t t S I 
WASHINGTON - The 
Ford administration has 
given tip hope of obtain­ 
ing 
any 
s ig n if ic a n t 
reduction in world oil 
prices for several years 
at least, administration 
officials said Friday. 
As a result, the high oil 
prices Americans have been 
paying since last year likely 
will become near-permanent, 
including the new price in­ 
c r e a s e s , 
p r o p o s e d 
by 
President Ford. 
An economic impact report 
Friday by the Library of Con­ 
gress estim ated that Ford’s 
e n e r g y 
program , 
unless 
blocked 
by Congress, will 
increase energy costs by $50 
billion in this year, much 
higher than the President’s 
estim ate of $30 billion. 


But Gerald L. Parsley, an 
a s s i s t a n t 
s e c r e t a r y 
of 
treasury for trade, energy and 
financial institutions, said the 
administration would stand by 
its estim ate. 
Parsky said the adminis­ 
tration 
has come to the 
realization that oil-producing 
nations probably are not going 
to retreat from their five­ 


fold increase in oil prices for 
several years, at least. 
He added that unless tile 
United States takes action of 
its ow n to lower oil demand or 
increase supply, "there not 
only won’t be a price decline, 
hut it could go higher.” 
No drop 
Another high Treasury De­ 
partm ent official, who did not 
want to be named, agreed with 
Parsky’s assessment of the 
situation. 
“ Under present 
conditions, 
I don’t see oil 
prices dropping,” he said. 
Parsky said that although it 
is always possible that the oil 
producing nations could lower 
their prices at any time for po­ 
litical 
reasons, "that's not 
been suggested” in any of his 
recent trips to the Middle 
East. 
The average price of world 
oil now is about $10 to $11 a 
barrel, up from about $2.00 a 
barrel in October of 1973.

disappointing to the 
adm inistration and to Parsky

* Simon and Parsky visited

They thought they had made 
progress. 
“ We thought the potential 
for a unilateral or other price 
decrease was real,” Parsky 
said.

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Don Martin Dam: a beautiful lake in a dry, harsh land 
Don Martin: glorious days 


By GEORGE CARMACK 
One of the wonder­ 
ful things about liv­ 
ing in San Antonio is 
a weekend in Mexico 
just 
a 
few 
hours 
drive away. 
Last weekend, Bonnie and I 
went som ew here special. 
Anywhere 
in 
Mexico 
is 
“ s p e c ia l" for us—next to 
Texas. But this Mexican des­ 
tination was a place that 
turned back memory’s pages 
many years. 
We went to Don Martin 
Dam. 
When I first came to Texas 
right after World War II. the 
Houston newspaper on which 
I worked had a m arvelous 
outdoors editor. His name was 
Andy Anderson. It is no ex­ 
aggeration to say no man did 
more for disabled World War 
II veterans than Andy. 
Favorite spot 
Only fishing rivaled Andy’s 
interest in veterans. His 
favorite fishing spot was 
"Don Martin Dam.” 
How many stories Bonnie 
and I have heard Andy and 
his fishing friends tell about 
glorious days at Don Martin 
Dam—dating back as early as 
its completion in 1930. 
Falcon and Amistad on the 
Rio Grande in recent soars 
have taken the spotlight off 
Don Martin. But Bonnie and I 
have never forgotten Andy’s 
enthusiasm for it. 
Now we know why. 
Two streams—Rio Sabinas 
and Rio Salado—join ju st 
behind the dam . The lake 
they form is so big that look­ 
ing out across it to the long 
line of blue mountains to the 
southeast is like the view 
from an ocean bay. 


The lake is m ade m ore 
dramatic by being set in the 
hundreds of miles of hard, 
dry brush country of this part 
of northern Mexico—south of 
Piedras Negras and west of 
Nuevo Laredo. 
Then at the head of the lake 
we had another experience 
th at 
alw ays 
in trig u es 
u s—crossing a riv er on a 
hand-drawn ferry. 
We crossed the clear and 
wide Rio Sabinas by a two- 
m an powered ferry to the 
town of Juarez. This Juarez is 
a small and growing-smaller 
Coahuila town that is a far cry 
from cosm opolitan J u a re z 
across from El Paso. 
Later in this story, we will 
tell you about “ our” Juarez. 
The trip 


But first let us tell you 
about the trip itself. In Mex­ 
ico as in Texas, the real fun is 
not the destination but getting 
there. 
We spent Friday night in 
Piedras Negras, our favorite 
border town. We arrived early 
enough to get our tou rist 
cards and our car “ papeles” 
and then get a room in a mo­ 
tel we like just before the “ No 
Vacancy" sign went up. 
Then cam e our favorite 
restaurant 
with 
typical 
border 
m u sic—and 
the 
warmth of friendly Mexican 
families with lively, beautiful 
children at nearby tables. 
And a little “ shopping” for 
knick-knacks on our way back 
to the motel. 
We awoke early to a gray 
dawn. Is there anything more 
appealing than lying there in 
bed and hearing the ringing 
of the church bells and the 
far-away 
crowing 
of 
the 
roosters. 
But best of all is stepping 
outside for the first time and 
smelling the drifting scent of 


breakfast fires of mesquite 
wood. 
P a ris never m ade a p er­ 
fume 
to 
match 
burning 
mesquite. 
Early rise 
We got on the road early 
and had b rea k fa st in the 
c a r —pineapple and g ra p e ­ 
fruit juice, cold Tennessee 
country ham and biscuit and 
hard-boiled 
eggs. 
That’s 
living! 
We headed south from Pie­ 
dras N egras on the road 
toward Saltillo. 
Soon there was a scene 
typical of the co n tra sts of 
Mexico—a fat little black and 
mealy-mouthed burro grazing 
at the foot of a tall TV or radio 
tower. 
The countryside was just 
coming to life. Here came an 
old, old man, bearded and 
wearing a straw hat and car­ 
rying his machete. Behind 
him were three smiling young 
school girls, pert in their 
uniforms. 
Fruit trucks 


Fruit trucks were parking 
beside the road with great 
piles of oranges going out on 
the ground. And hanging 
from the sides of the trucks 


were long strings of white 
garlic. 
Soon the Brush Country was 
on both sides of the road—the 
same vast, lonely land that 
covers mile after mile back 
across the Rio Grande. 
The only sign of people was 
an occasional twisting, sandy 
track running off into the 
brush. 
In time we drove through a 
strin g of ap pealing little 
Mexican villages. 
There was Nava—and a big 
blue enamel pot boiling be­ 
side a fire in a back yard. As 
we stopped we again caught 
the “ perfum e” of burning 
mesquite wood. There was a 
steam rising from the boiling 
pot. 
We 
thought 
it 
was 
menudo. 
Allende 
On 
down 
the 
road—Allende—Rio Bravo, 
with its “ now” church rising 
majestically atop a hill—El 
Infante. 
The houses in the little 
towns often were painted in 
those brillian t, beautiful 
Mexican colors—an alm ost 
lilac 
p u rp le —a 
b rig ht 
yellow—an even b rig h te r 
g re en —that 
M exican 
blue—and th e re a sort of 
raspberry faded rose. 
T here was this old man 
proudly sweeping around his 
little roadside stand—women 
watering down the dust in the 
street in front of their 
door—and a few more of those 
wonderful backyard fires. 
Soon we were in the larger 
city of Nueva Rosita with its 
big smelters. We were told 
the smelters were removing 
copper from coal. We had 
never heard of copper-bear­ 
ing coal. But we are sure we 
did not misunderstand those 
w ho told about it for we asked 
several times. 


There were many mine tip­ 
ples and great piles of coal 
about the countryside. In the 
plaza at N ueva'Rosita is a 
statue of a miner, pick over 
his shoulder. The inscription 
reads: 
“THE MINER—who by his 
entrance into the earth and 
his labor illumines the des­ 
tiny of Mexico.” 
Then on to .Sabinas. Here 
we left the highway and 
turned east on a blacktop road 
for Don Martin Dam. 
In time we came to a “ T” in 
the road and turned south 
toward a tiny town shown on 
the map as Juarez. Soon we 
were at the Rio Sabinas. Here 
we discovered we had a 
special treat. 
A sm all ferry is pulled 
across in tug-of-war fashion 
by two men. The two, Santos 
Espinoza and Jesus Hernan­ 
dez Garcia, were so friendly 
and helped Bonnie with her 
pictures. 
This is close to the head of 
one arm of the lake. The river 
has already started to w iden 
and the water was clear and 
quiet. 
Silvery 
As we started across we 
spotted many ducks bobbing 
close to the near shore. Sud­ 
denly som ething disturbed 
them 
and 
they 
were 
a 
memorable sight as the sun 
silvered their b reasts and 
their beating wings. 
We drove about the a p ­ 
pealing town obviously much 
smaller than it once was. The 
occupied houses and even 
what was left of the tan adobe 
walls 
of 
those 
now- 
crumbling—often with wagon 
wheels or long-dried cane 
fishing poles leaning beside 
them—were so beautiful. 
We saw a m an m aking 
fishing 
nets 
in 
his 
backyard—the white, filmy

. fishery and agriculture chief— and postm aster 


nets strun g all about. The 
n e tm a k e r w as G ilbert R o­ 
driguez and he has been 
making these nets for com ­ 
mercial fishermen for many 
years. 
We asked him if Juarez w as 
once la rg e r. T here w as a 
gentle sadness in his voice as 
he replied: 
“ Yes there once were many 
people here. But some have 
gone away — to Sabinas, 
Nueva Rosita — to Monterrey 
— and to San Antonio.” 


Peninsula 
Then back across the river 
with our friends, the f e r ­ 
rym en, and down the road 
tow ard the dam . Soon we 
were on the shores of Don 
Martin Lake. Across the arm 
of the lake beside us was a 
long, wooded peninsula and 
beyond its nose two little 
brush-covered islands.______ 


Then looking parallel to the 
long dam we saw the m a g ­ 
nificent spread of the lake. It 
stretched for what seemed to 
be miles off toward the blue 
silhouette of the mountains to 
the southeast. 
We drove on a little rough 
road down through the sparse 
brush to an open spot right 
beside the lake. T here we 
picnicked, looking out over 
the water. 
As we sat on our little can­ 
vas cam p stools, ate and 
looked out over Don Martin 
Lake, contentment found us. 


a s we were tinish in g . 
through the brush cam e a 
strung-out herd of what must 
have been a hundred goats, 
all colors and all sizes. 
Behind them was the goat-' 
herd, Jose Contreras. 
His eyes shaded from the 
w arm Mexican sun bv a 


crumpled hat and carrying a 
staff, he must have been all of 
12 years old. 
As the goats approached the 
lake 
and 
then 
d ra n k 
slowly—the goatherd paying 
little attention to w h e th e r 
they d ran k or not—Bonnie 
made many pictures. . 
After our picnic, we went 
back up the road and stopped 
by the little rock building that 
is “ Government House." 
T here 
we 
m et 
P ed ro 
M oreno—and soon felt we 
were with an old friend. 
Sr. Moreno is a "triple” 
official. He heads the Officina 
de Pesca (fishery office), the 
Agencia Federal de Hacienda 
(agricultural agency) and is 
postmaster. 
Moreno reported there were 
four trucks regularly buying 
fish from the lake’s eommer-

Joe did get even with his 
brother. The Yankee Clipper 
had hit in 56 straight games 
in 1941, jn all-time record. A 
few years later, Dom had a 
34-game streak that ended 
against the Yankees in Fen­ 
way Park. 
“ His first three times up, 
we got him out easily," said 
Joe. “ Then, in his last at bat, 
he hit a line drive right at me.

An article in Newsweek M agazine says 
some Florida residents a re attem pting to beat 
he cost of groceries by eating arm adillos. 
And th e re ’s nothing w rong with that. A r­ 
madillo m eat can be delicious. 


Several Floridians are eating a little higher on the hog. They 
are dining on Texas white-tailed deer meat. Quite a bit of it. in 
fact. 
You won t find that information in Newsweek. I learned about 
it only because I wanted more information on a case involving 
some Florida residents who hunted in Val Verde County last 
season. 
The Parks and Wildlife Department announced this week that 
seven hunters from Florida were arrested and fined $4,252.50 for 
“ hunting deer without a non-resident hunting license and for 
possession of untagged deer.” 


The department said the seven hunters had 30 buck deer 


carcasses and a large quantity of boned deer meat in their 
possession when arrested by Val Verde County game wardens. 


But that’s only part of the story. We’ll never know exactly how 
many deer were killed illegally by that particular group of 
hunters because several members of the party, at least 7 or 8. 
had already returned to Florida with boned deer meat and 
several sets of doe antlers before wardens checked the hunting 
camp.

Game Warden Supervisor Bobby Miles of Del Rio said his men 
found 30 heads and boned carcasses of deer — all bucks — 
around the camp and that the amount of meat the seven hunters 
had in their possession didn’t match up with the number of 
carcasses found. 


This would indicate that the hunters who had left earlier had 
taken meat w ith them. Miles said it was his understanding that 
the hunters also took some antlers with them. 
He added that the tracks found at the camp were exceptionally 
large for Val Verde County. 


Not a single head found at the camp had been tagged. The 


Florida hunters not only didn't have non-resident licenses, they 
didn't have Texas hunting licenses of any kind. 


The same story from the Parks and Wildlife Department tells 
about a couple of East Texas headlighters who were caught with 
a single spike huck in their possession and were fined a total of 
$1,400. 
If one deer is worth $1,400, 30 ought to he worth more than 
$4,252.50. especially when the hunter", with the 30 haven't even 
bothered to purchase a license. The non-resident hunting liconsi 
costs $37.50, so the seven Floridians arrested, plus their 
companions who didn’t got caught, cheated the State of Texas 
out of more than $500 in license fees even before they started 
killing deer. 
Hurts ult hunters 


It is precisely this sort of thing which increases the hue and 
cry for laws to prohibit hunters from butchering deer in camp 
. . . not to mention adding fuel to the anti-hunting fires. 
Actions of the outlaws hurt the honest hunter who enjoy 
eating venison and wants to take care of it properly in the field 


At times, when the hunter is a long way from storage facilities 


and the weather is warm, taking care of it properly means 
skinning and quartering the carcass, perhaps et en honing it out 
and putting the meat on ice. 


The warden’s job is not an easy one. Wardens are spread 
pretty thin over the state, especially in a big county like Va 
Verde. But if those Floridians return to the same lease to hunt 
this year, I hope Miles and his men will sit on top of them like 
hawks watching the henhouse. 
If there’s one thing the wildlife of Texas doesn t need, its th 
out-of-state outlaw hunter. We’ve already got more than enough 
of the home-grown variety.

In order to be deductible a 
tax 
m ust

F irst, it m ust be in a class 
of deductible taxes such as 
state, local or foreign incom e 
tax, rea l p ro p e rty ta x , p e r­ 
sonal p ro p erty ta x , g e n e ra l 
sales tax or gasoline tax. 
Second, only taxes im posed 
on you are deductible. 
Real estate taxes, however, 
m ay have to be apportioned 
between the buyer and seller 
of the property if sold during 
a tax year, even though the 
taxes w ere im posed on only 
one party. 
T h ird , th e tax m u st have 
been paid by you d u rin g the 
tax y e a r. S in ce m o st ta x ­ 
payers are on a cash b asis 
this m eans only taxes actually 
paid during the year covered 
by the tax return being filed.

Recent freeze 
Here’s what happened dur­ 
ing our recent freeze: water in 
the plant, outside the cell 
walls, is relatively pure and 
freezes when it re a c h e s 32 
d eg rees F a r e n h e it, w hile 
w ater in sid e the c e ll s of 
p lants c o n ta in s d issolv ed 
salts, sugars, enzym es and 
other substances which act as 
“ anti-freeze.” As ice crystals 
form between the cells, the 
w ater insid e the c e ll s is 
drawn out through the cell 
walls. This causes the cells to 


get sm aller. The re s u ltin g 
p re ssu re and s tr e s s m ay 
cause the walls to break. If 
the temperature drop is sud­ 
den and extreme, ice crystals 
may form inside the cells of 
some species, rupturing the 
cell protoplasm and killing 
the cell in this way. 
A more common means of 
plant dieback or death occurs 
when the water between the 
ce lls begins to thaw . T h is 
causes a flow of water back 
into the yet undamaged cell. 
If the rate of thaw is rapid, 
the swelling of the shrunken 
cell may be so sudded that the 
cell walls may rupture. This 
explains why plants subjected 
to bright morning sunlight 


after a heavy freeze w ill show 
freeze damage — loquat, gar­ 
denias, pittosporum and even 
ligustrum may die back. 


Some plants are less'affect­ 
ed by freezes because of their 
hardening ability. T h is nor­ 
mally occurs during autumn 
periods of repeated exposure 
to slowly increasing coldness. 
This hardening may involve 
the formation of cutin (the 
shiny material on leaves), the 
suberin of corky b a rk , the 
cellulose of all plant cells and 
the legnin found in woody 
plants. In addition, there is a 
gradual loss of water so that 
hardened tissue is drier and 
fewer ice crystals form.

King said the award going 
to 17 members voted as top in 
their field has not been 
named yet. But someone will 
come up w ith a naihe. he said. 
“ This will be the greatest 
list of comedians ever to ap­ 
pear together on one show in 
the history of comedy enter­ 
tainment,” King said!

This armor plated mammal Is 
quite common to this part of 
the country. 
They are not considered 
d angerous, although their 
claws 
can 
scratch 
pretty 
well.. 
An interesting thing about 
armadillos is each time the 
female give birth, there are 
two offspring born. 
The armadillo, according to 
recent reports, may be re­ 
sponsible 
for 
a 
major 
breakthrough in combatting 
leprosy. 
Researchers in Louisiana 
reported a ninehanded a r­ 
madillo had yielded infected 


tissue containing som e 300 
trillion leprosy bacilli. 
The tissue can he used to 
make alm ost IOO gallons of 
scaree diagnostic reagent 
called lepromin. Lepromin 
can he used to determine a 
patient’s 
resistance 
to 
leprosy. 


Scarcity of the reagent has 
been a m ajor problem in 
predicting 
severity 
of 
the 
disease. 
The low skin and body tem­ 
perature (about 90 degrees) is 
a major factor which makes 
the creature suitable for re­ 
search on leprosy, which still 
affects some IS million per­ 
sons world wide.

surrendered 50 per cent of 
their store shelf display sales 
space to steel and aluminum 
cans and throwaway bottles 
over the past decade. 


“ Everyope screams about 
his product prices,” Norton 
said. ” 1 would like to see (he 
public made more aware they 


are paying more money 
the same ingredients. 
"Although cans and non-re­ 
turnable b ottles are m ore 
convenient, they are a waste 
of energv and resources," he 
said. 
A return to returnables 
would mean lower prices for 
consumers) lower litter and 
solid waste disposal costs for 
taxpayers, significant energy 
and natural resource savings, 
increased em ployment and 
steady or rising sales of beer 
and 
soft 
drinks, 
Norton 
claims. 
Norton, taking his own soft 
drinks as an example, said 
consumers pay 13.9 per cent 
more for a six-pack of drinks 
(60 ounces) when they buy 
throwaway bottles instead of 
returnables. They pay 39.5 
per cent more for cans.

that result from long term use. And. since the toxic m aterial in 
the plant is absorbed and stored in the body’s fatty tissue, these 
effects can accumulate. 
Cancer-producing tars and carbon monoxide, toxic acids, and 
the irritating smoke particles must all be added into the poten­ 
tial for long term harmful effects. So must the characteristic 
eye-reddening irritation. 
Brain dam age is entirely possible, and this may show itself as 
a personality change or memory loss in some habitual users. 


In the lungs m arijuana may cause bronchial irritation and 
asthma. Lung function tests in long term users show significant 
im pairm ent. Intestinal disturbance such as diarrhea and ab­ 
dominal cram ps can occur with chronic use. So can weight loss. 


More disturbing, perhaps, is som e m edical data showing 
dam age to the body’s im m unity mechanism. The chronic user 
may become more vvulnerable to disease. 


And m arijuana cannot be looked at in isolation. Pot heightens 
the actions of other drugs (am phetam ines notably). That is. the 
combined effect of it in connection with another drug is greater 
than the sum of effects of each used alone. It can also accentuate 
the depressive affects of barbiturates (downers) and alcohol. 


So. from a purely m edical standpoint, you should not let 
anyone tell you (or your teenager) that m arijuana is an in­ 
nocuous high. 
With all id' the conflicting reports going around, it is easy to 
become confused. I suspect that your teenager is pulling your leg 
when he argues there are no serious effects from its use.

The m ale yes, the fem ale no. P regnancy results from the 
presence of sperm in the vaginal tract at the right tim e, when 
the female releases an egg (called ovulation). Fem ale orgasm is 
not necessary for fertilization of the female egg by the male 
sperm.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: My daughter. 2d. is retarded and has been 
aking Dilantin and phenobarbital since she was four years old to 
steady her convulsions. Please let us know why Dilantin should 
make her gum s swell so badly that she needs periodic dental 
assistance. — Mrs. .LM. 
It is well known that Dilantin can cause overgrowth of the 
gums in some persons. I have not been able to get a satisfactory 
answer as to why it does from either the m anufacturers or from 
dentists. 
It is essential that the person so affected receive meticulous 
dental care. Phenobarbital usually is given in conjunction with 
Dilantin, but whether this could be a factor in the gum situation 
is unclear.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I would like to know what kind of a test 
you need for the change of life. How would you know when you 
need hormones? — Mrs. K NL 
I’m not sure I understand you. If you mean a test to determ ine 
whether or not you have reached menopause, then I d say there’s 
no specific test I know of for that. The only evidence is the 
cessation of the menstrual cycles. 
As far as hormone therapy is concerned, this would be deter­ 
mined by your doctor after menopause has been established. The 
dosage varies widely am ong indiv idual women.

- Bri­ 
tish Leyland Motors held its 
North American showing of 
the firm’s new sports car, the 
Triumph TR7 , last week, and 
the British have billed the car 
as the “ shape of things to 
come.” 
The reason is the ear’s unique 
wedge styling. The wedge shape, 
helps to reduce the wind resis­ 
tance, thus helping to increase the 
car’s gas mileage. 
The new shape also gives the car an 
easy-to-identify profile; the sharply slop­ 
ing hood, excellent visibility to the front. 
In fact, sitting in the car, you get the 
feeling there is no hood in front of you at 
all.

While the car is new, BLM engineers 
explained they stuck with the traditional 
Triumph drive train of front engine and 
rear driven wheels. Special care was ta­ 
ken in selecting the engine,, a two-liter, 
four-cylinder, 90-horsepowcr affair that is 
slant mounted to achieve the wedge 
shape. 


The engine has been used in other 
Triumph cars in England, and it is the 
same engine BLM has been selling to 
SABB SAAB. 
It was chosen for its economy and

hold the sports car image Triumph has 
enjoyed for years. 


The car was designed from the ground 
up with the North American m arket in 
mind, as it meets all emission and safety 
regulations now in effect.

The entire first-year production of the 
car will be exported with expectations of 
about 12,000 sales in North America. The 
United States is the chief target for that 
part of the market. 
The car comes with factory air condi­ 
tioning available as an option the suspen­ 
sion and steering was designed to handle 
as an extra load.

BLM builds several sports cars, in­ 
cluding the Jaguar, MG and the MG Mid- 
pel.

BLM still thinks that buyer would like to 
have an open car, but when the firm began 
work on the TR7 in 1969, it appeared U.S.

beginning of tho “ Year of the Rabbit,” according to the Chinese 
calendar. 
Personality of its own 
It is a cute little car and certainly could be lovable; it has a 
personality of its own but is no Beeth. Now all that’s left is to see 
if American car buyers will take it to their hearts like they did 
the Boulle. 
The Breth is still around for Beeth lovers and actually less 
expensive than the Rabbit, which will carry a base sticker price 
of 12.999 — $104 higher than the Beetle's. 
Is it worth the extra costs? Yes. 
It is a new car, especially if you only think of Volkswagens 


as Beetles. It has a front-mounted engine, front wheel drive, a 
Transverse four-speed transmission and. as an option, automatic 
transmission. 
The little 1,471-c.c. engine puts out a good strong "0 B J I . P., 


enough to "chirp ” the wheels. 
The design of the car was carefully checked out in a wind 


tunnel, and the Aerodynamic drag is very low. At the showing, 
we were invited to take one of the cars out and see how many 
miles per gallon we could get. 


I convinced Warren Brechtel to ride co-pilot with me and we 


set out on a course of about 45 miles. 


When we topped the tank up at the end of the trip it took 


exactly 50 cents worth of gas. Well, that figures out to 49.091- 


miles per gallon. 
We though that would be about as good as anyone would do, 
but a couple of other fellows managed to get 49.24 m.p.g., so we 
were in second place. 


The course included both city and freeway driving. I w ill 


admit I tried very hard to get the best mileage. I never got over 
42 miles an hour, and feather-footed the throttle. Still, that is the 
most I ever have achieved In an economy run. 


The car I drove was equipped with the VW answer to the air 
bag, an automatic seat belt. The device is an optional equipment 
item, but it works. All you do is sit down and close the door. A 
belt closes across your shoulders, a retractor takes up the slack, 
and you are ready to drive. 


A ir conditioning 
Since there is only one belt, there is a knee bar across the front5 
to keep you from sliding forward. The system is trouble-free. It* 
also allows easy access to the back seat. The system was' 
developed from the company’s experimental safety vehicle 
work, and VW believes it will be an effective alternative to the 
air bag. 
Air conditioning is available, and most people in San Antonio 
will probably want at least that one option. The Rabbit is 
equipped for computer analysis and has the owner’s security 
blanket including a 12-month, 12,000 miles warranty and a 24/24 
warranty on internal engine and transmission parts.

wheel and accelarator with a top speed of about IOO m.p.h., if 
anyone is interested in going that fast anymore.'There is plenty 
of head and leg room for both front and back seat passengers. 


All of 1975 model VW s were on display, but other than the 
S cirocco , there was nothing as exciting as the Rabbit. 


It is, of course, too early to say just how the public’s reaction to 
the new car will be, but VW hopes it will soon be selling better 
than the Beetle ever did. 
That’s no small order, either. The Reef/e now holds the 
production record for any automobile ever built. 
For VW, at least, 1975 is the year of the Rabbit.
